The French Reply 
Paris, Yesterday, 

It appears probable that the 
French reply to the invitation ta- 
the naval conference will not be 
despatched for’ about 10 days. 
.Meanwhile,_it_is__understood, _that | 
Paris, Rome, and Tokyo will ex- 
change views on the subject. 
They are doubtless anxious to co- 
ordinate their views -in regard to 
the indispensability of submarines 
for defensive purposes. and also to 
clear the ground in other direc- 
tions before replying.

AUSTRALIAN TARIFF 


NEW AIDS TO BRITISH 
: MANUFACTURERS 

British motor-manufacturing firms 
received with satisfaction the an. 
nouncement that the new Australian 
Budget had increased the duty on for- 
eign manufactured chassis by 10 per 
cent, without altering the preference 
on British chassis. This means that 
while British unassembled chassis wil! 
‘continue to receive free entry under 
the preferential tariff, foreign ones will 


| pay a general duty of 27% per cant. 


as against 174% per cent. hitherto, 
while British assembled: chassis wil) 
still pay a duty-of 5 per cent, and for- 
eign ones J) per cent, compared with 
25. 

Australia annually imports chasals 
to the value of approximately 
£10,000,000, of which Britain’s share 
is ‘About 26 per‘ cent, the United 
States having the premier pasition, 
The additional 10 per cent. on foreign 
maken will, it is believed, help the 
British manufacturer to gain a gronter 
hold on the Australian market. 

Views of the Trade 

Mr, B, H, Gladstone, secretary of the 
British section of the'Sgciety of Motor 
Manufacturers, stated that the society, 


through its Australian representatives; 


had agitated for the increase for some 
time, and tho advantage it: would afford 
to British manufacturers would ,bde 
extremely helpful In gaining a: better 
grip on the Australian market, The 
concession was one that would un 
questionably benefit British industry. 
For some two or three years British 
exporters of cara had been advancing 
their sales in the Australian market, 
and ‘the new tariff would accelerate 
that rate of progress. It was too early 
to any whether the change would 
enable the British manufacturer to 
gain ascendancy over American cars, 
but it would certainly give Bri- 
tish manutacturers o biggor share of 
the Australian market. The society 
appreciated the advantage that the 


Commonwealth Budget had placed in|. 


British manufacturers’ hands, and they 
would -do thoir best to make the 
fullest usc of the opportunity. The 
leading British exporting firms’ cars 
were now suitable to Australion con- 
ditions, ond Australian motorists 
would have ao better opportunity of 


realizing the value of British cars, 


Messrs. Morris Motors, Limited, in a 
statement, to ‘The Times,” considered 
the increase in the Australian tariff 
a atep In the right direction. It. show- 
ed that the Commonwealth Govern- 
ment was keen on developing inter 
“| Empire trade. The firm had establish. 
ed a good contact with the Australian 
market, and it anticipated that the al- 
teration in the tariff woud assist its 
sales in some degree. - Specimens of 
the firm's new Dominion model, the 
Isis, had arrived in Australia, and 

had been exhibited at the Brisbane 
Motor Show. As‘a result the firm had 
recelved congratulations by cable on 
the car's performances, accompanied 
by a statement that the general opin- 
jon of it there was that the 
firm had produced something which 
was going to make headway in the 
Austral'an market. The new tariff 
would help to stimulate its sale.

His Advice to Labour: Those Bourgeois Communists 


A NEGLECTED | ART 


May Become a Rabid Conservative 


GOVERNMENT PARTY’S LACK OF SOLIDARITY

Mr, Bernard Shaw 
und delighted — the 
Labour party Summer School, at 
Digswell Park, Welwyn, recently, 
with a long and vivacious discourse 
on Labour politics. His title was 
“Random reflections on the last 
general election,” but he wandered 
over a very wide field of discussion. 
He spoke for an hour and three- 
quarters (or, reckoning answers to 
questions, for two hours) with un- 
flagging: speed and liveliness. 

Mr. Shaw, who was introduced by 
Mr. Campbell! Stephen, M.P., a3 
“Gomrade Shaw,” began by deserib- 
ing himself ns “like Marx and 
Morus, a bourgeois Socialist.” 
“Consequently I am quite at home 
with the obviously bourgeois audi- 
ence I see before me,” he went on. 
“There Is not a single person in 
this room who could possibly be 
mistaken for a horny shanded work- 
ing man. 

“That is a very significant ‘thing, 
because there is hardly any class 
which understands the. working 
class less than our class does, 1 
was told by my father when I was 
a small boy that T must not speak 
to or play with the sons of retail 
tradesmen. Wholesalers I was al- 
lowed to speak to. I received no 
instructions about working people. 
because it never entered into my 
father’s head that T could dream of 
speaking to people of that kind. I 
claim to be descended. from the 
Thane of Fife — Macduff, the 
gentleman who killed Macbeth. ES 

“Tam.” he went on, “almost an 
historic Socialist. I came into the 
Socialist movement in the proper 
bourgeois manner through the read- 
ing of Karl Marx. 
me a Marxian Socialist 
extent,” 

Rev olution and Responsibility 

With ‘this introduction of him- 
self Mr, Shaw. gave some re- 
miniscences, “E have seen the 
effect upon revolutionary Socialists 
of being for the first time placed 
on a public committee with half a 
crown of public. money to spend. I 
of that kind 
crumple up inthe most extra- 
ordinary manner and become people 
whom it »vould be flattering to 
call Conservative. I remember one 
Socialist leader now dead who had 
been an. out-and-out Marxist—who 
really kept the Red Flag flying to 
a very advanced age. He was get- 
ting on for 80 when the’ Russian 
Communist Government made the 
Treaty of Brest-Litovsk, He in- 
stantly became a furious anti- 
Russinn .and denounced Lenin and 
Trotsky in terms which would make 
Mr. Churchill blush. 

“I have remained a fairly strong 
Socialist and I am 73. You have 
not the slightest guarantee that 1 
may not become a rabid Conserva- 
tive when I am 75. I remember a 
Scot, compared to whom Mr. Max- 
ton is one of ‘the mildest Fabians. 
When he was a young man he was 
considered so intransigent that it 
was ‘thought impossible’, that .he 
could ever get into Parliament. He 
was a sincere and convinced enemy 
of the existing state of society. His 
name was'’Ramsay MacDorald. He 
felt what many of us felt.when we

pressed the public imagination. The 
late Government by neglecting 
window-dressing managed to convey 
to the nation an Impression of 
childishness: and ‘fgnorance which 
broke it at the election. 

After their triumph over the 
Zinovieff Letter—“the mere fact 
that the letter carried the election 
shows you what the British voter 
iy Hke"—the Conservative Govern- 
ment were for the moment drunk 
with it. As examples of their folly 
Mr. Shaw instanced the threat to 
cut off the ' water supply from 
Egypt after the murder of Sir Lee 
Stack, ivhich, he + said, left on’ the 
public’ mind the impression that 
“these people are babies,” and the 
“gros burglary of the Russian Em- 
bassy.” They would not have 
thought of yolng to the French 
Embassy and breaking open the 
safe, yet what ‘France had done to 
us would have justified, if not bur- 
glary, yet a strong remonstrance at 
lenst. Having borrowed a con- 
siderable sum of money from us and 
others for carrying on the war they 
deliberately. repudiated.80 per cent.. 
of their debt, “It is called repudia- 
tion when the Russians do that, but 
French do it they call it 
stabilisation.” 


Thove Bourgeois Communists 
The late Government owed its, fall 


to the fact that it left the impres-| 


sion that it was childish and in- 
competent. To these examples Mr, 
Shaw added that action of the 
Government in - preventing the 
broadcasting of his.own speech at 
his. seventieth birthday _ dinner, 
Mr. Shaw next turned to a brisk 
attack on the Communist ' party; 
“the ultra-Conservative party’ ‘he 
called it,, That party represented 
bourgeois Socialism at 
bourgeois, for the bourgeois always 
picked up ideas from reading books 
—usually books out of date. 

The Communist party was full 
of the old insurrectionary literature 
of 1848,. The class-war business 
was, extraordinarily misleading. 
The idea that the workers, being 
many, should rise and destroy the 
exploitens, who were few, ignored 
the actual facts of society’ as it was, 
for (as Mr. Shaw showed at length) 
a large part of labour is “parasttic 


‘upon the big incomes,” “They don’t 


see ‘that what they ‘have to fight is 
the parasitism of ; perhaps more 
than half of the working class.” 
The confrontation of working 
class with the proprietary class 
was impossible, and the result of 
attempting to act upon such a con- 
ception of ‘society would be utter 
disaster. The working class was

BELAWAN:DELI 


SUM ATRA A PORT'S 
PROGRESS 


Formerly a seaport chiefly in 
| name, Belawan-Deli has advanced 
enormously in importance during re- 
cent years, until it now holds fourth 
place among the seaports of Nether- 
land East Indies, and promises ul- 
timately to become one of the moat 
Important jn the Netherlands’ East- 
ern possessions, 

Prior to 1880 North Sumatra’s 
exports, relatively unimportant, were 
transported from the mouths of the 
rivers to the ocean-going veysela in 
the Straits of Malacca by means of 
amatl barges and various kinds of 
native craft. Recent expansions in 
the agricultura! industries, however, 
have made necessary the develop: 
ment of quick and efficiont transpor- 
tution methods and devices in order 
to handle the steadily increasing ton- 
nage of both imports and exports. 

When. it became. evident “that the 
export tondage of the district would 
| grow heavier each year and that the 

import tonnage would have to keep 
step with the development of the 
agricultural industries, in order that 
foodstuffs, supplies,’ and equipment 
might be imported expeditioualy, the 
Government ard the private produc- 
ing and shipping companies began 
searching for harbour sites, The 
preaont port of Belawan-Doli is the 
roault, 

Leading Seaport of N. Sumatra 


Situated at the mouth of the Deli 
River, on the east coast of Sumatra, 
it has ‘the great advantage of being 
located in the centre of the agricul- 
tural industries, Furthermore, it is 
on a direct line between Java, Singa- 
pore and the Far’ East on the one 
hand and Europe and America on the 
other. 

Many. million guilders have been 
spent during recent years . to make 
Belawan-Deli the ‘eading -seaport of 
North Sumatra, 
complished ant its present import- 
ance is so grent, because of its docks, 
warchouses, and labour-saving devices, 
that it no doubt. will maintain that 
position, states the U.S. Consul at 
Medon,in the course of an article in 
“Commerce Reports.” Though other, 
seaports of North Sumatra very Jike- 
ly will handle increasing quantities 
cargo each year, Belawan-Deli 
probably will continue to handle at 
least 75 per cent. of the total im- 
port and export tonnuge of the. dis+ 
7 trict. 

The other harbours, generally 
speaking, are so small or shallow 
or both that they probably will con- 
tinue to serve’ mainly a3 feedor ports 
from which cargoes will be moved 
to Belawan for ultimate shipment to 
world markets. While Belawan-Deli 
now holds fourth place among the 
harbours of Nethorlands Eust Indios, 
its Hinterland is only part develop- 
ed, and the population which it now 
serves Is ‘only; a’ very small per- 
centage of what it will be.

Sir William H.° Raeburn, Bart,

He has had a long as- 
sociation with the Chamber of Ship- 
ping and has been connected with 
the executive éver since he became ‘a 
member of it in 1883, His cap- 
abilities received due ‘recognition 
when he was elected president of the 
Chamber in 10916, and re-elected the 
following year. In ‘the initlation of 
the Shipping Federation he was o 
leading spirit,; and he has always 
taken the liveliest interest in its pro- 
ceedings. For several yonrs he was 
a member of the Shipowners’ Parlia- 
mentary Committee, and along with 
a number of shipowners, he took an 
active share in the negotiations con- 
nected with the passing of the Mer.

PENALIZING THE FIT

“Medico-Legal Problems” i is not an appetizing title, and printed 
in plain type ona sober jacket of hodden grey does not appeal to the 


casual reader. 
on its face,

Thé casual reader would not be likely to choose it, 
as a holiday companion or bedside book. Myseif, I 
notice it on a bookstall without an expectant thrill, yet ! 


found it ax absorbing as a cross-word puzzle or a mystery story, and 
I don’t believe that anyone! possessed of ordinary imagination -and 
human sy mpathy would find it dull. 


The. book ix, in essence, a tract 
on birth-control, and birth-control 
is a subject alive with dramatic 
suygestions and relations intricate 
and difficult.

Useless Citizens 

There is, 'for instance, the pro- 
blem of thé sterilization of the un- 
fit. Should insane or imbecile 
parents be permitted to bring dis- 
eased or wenk-minded children in- 
to the world?. Ought the State, or 
the community, to interfere with. 
the wanton multiplication of help- 
lesy, ustleas, and troublesome 
citizens? This question may be 
discussed from the point of view 


‘ofthe moralist, the eugenist, the 


taxpayer, and the individual parent. 
I have myself always considered it 
as affecting the fate of the unborn 
child. 

We have already 40,000 more in- 
sane or mentally defective persons 
in the country than our mental 
institutions can accommodate, and 
recommendations of the Mental De- 
ficiency Committee would cost, aa 
Lord Riddell shows, a capital out- 
luy of some £29,000,000 and an an- 
nual expenditure of £16,000,000: 
that added to our existing annual 
expenditure of £8,000,000. That is 
a strong economic argument against 
the multiplication of the unfit. 
Then there are the social and the 
eugenic arguments. In an over- 
crowded country, where it is diffi- 
cult to provide decent homes, and 
impossible to provide full employ- 
ment, for the whole population, the 
multiplication of unemployables is 
most undesirable, and, as. the 
eugenists point out, it is an ungound 
social Policy to make possible, or 
render, inevitable,’ the rapid in- 
crease in the numbers ‘of spoiled 
and uselesa-creatures-whose- stock 
will more or less inoculate the 
normally healthy mags. 

A Curse to the Nation 

The outcome of the legal or illicit 
unions of the mentally defective is 
an .appailing crop ‘of lynatica, 
criminals, and diseased and ‘-im- 
moral. persons whose lives are a 
curso to the nation and a misery to 
themselves. Ought these pitiful 
creatures to be allowed to produce 
their unhappy kind? Remembering 
that.a good law, badly administer- 
ed, may :be a bad law, and: not for 
a, moment ignoring the need for 
rigid safeguards, 1 claim that the 
ateritization of the unfit, as defined 
by. Lord Riddell, would beva just

But there is no such registry 
office; no guardian angel. The un- 
born baby is defenceleys. It may 
be called ‘into a life of disease or 
shame by a tunafic, a drab, or a 
sot. And the abominable, wicked 
summons must not be interfered 
with by-any benevolent law because 
it would be a violation of the sacred 
liberty of the individunl. Yet that 
game individual is segregated if 
suffering from infectious disease, 
is restrained if dangerous to the 
public, is punished if cruel to a 
dog. Nay, if neglectful of a child 
will be held answerable, but for the 
unborn innocent child there is no 
protection. The helpless creature 
is wronged in its conception, is 
doomed before it. draws ita first 
breath. It alone—of all | human 
beings—has no. individual rights, 
no sacred liberty, 


The Child’s Sacred Right 

For whom shall we legislate, for 
the felon, the lunatic, the diseased, 
or for the unjoved, unwanted child 
unborn? Ican find in my heart-and 
brain only one answer to such a 
question. Amid all the talk of - 
sacred rights I would say a word 
for the sacred right of a child to 
be well born. ; 

I do not know just how plainly 
one may speak on a delicate sub- 
ject in a family paper. I may say, 
though, that the sterilization which 
Lord Riddell advocates would be 
voluntary, and that it would only 
interfere with the liberty of the 
individual so far as to, prevent the 
birth of children of insane or weak- 
minded parents. * And I would re- 
mind those who would shrink from 
what ta me seems an act of mercy 
and justice of the terrikle fate to 
which the child of unfit parents is 
born; a fate more cruel than any 
sentence passed upon the most 
wicked criminal by our law. Think 
of an imbecile woman living in 
poverty with ; nine illegitimate 
children, seven ‘of whom are 
mentally and physically unsound. 
In pity for the children it would 
be right to make.tho sterilization of 
the unfit compulsory, 

I think the revolting facts quoted 
by Lord Riddell’ in his revealing 
pages should’ convince alt who 
learn of them that no shibboleth

Lord Riddell makes a revelation 
‘which ig newa to me. He gays that 
many .normal parents resort to 
voluntary sterilization as a means 
to birth control. There Is no doubt 
that in most European countries 
the movement in favour of small 
families has grown and is growing 
steadily more popular, and tho 
eugenists have reason on their sido 
when they condemn the unrestrict- 
ed. incrensé of undesirable or in- 
terior types. Such unbalanced pro 
duction, in which the, Al fumilies 
bear fewer children while the C3 
families inerease and multiply, Is 
a_racial danger. This diserepancy 
| may, however, be remedied as the 
mote illiterate members of the com- 
monwenlth learn to keep their 
familles within thelr means; but as 
regards the mentally unfit there is 
no hope except in legisTation. They 
cannot learn, they cannot under- 
stand, they do not care. What can 
be expected of the «witless animal- 
Ism which drifts in| and out of 
asylums, homes, and hospitals, and 
preys iipon or is preyed upon by 
other miserables? 

oA Tragic Figure 

As T tald down Lord Riddell’s 
book just now I was oppressed by 
the tragic figure of a seventeen: 
year-old girl, one of a family of 
defectives, who went wandering 
about military camps, who for- 
gathered with immoral women, who 
was locked up and moved on with- 
out ever finding peace or under- 
standing in. her unbalanced, un- 
quiet mind. ‘Well might she have 
suid to the parent who cursed her 
with a fevered. and broken life: 
“Oh, thou who didst with pitfall 
and with gin, besat the path I was 
. to wander.in.” Must we allow. such 
horrors to continue? Must the sad 
procession of these lost ones, like 
] Banquo’s line, stretch on to’ the 
erack of doom? I remember a poor

“The devil’s in our’ house. He has 
come to teu.

Well ! Shall we stand fast to the 
sacred right of the insane to stock 
the Isle with Calibans, or. shall we 
save the unborn children from un- 
merited suffering and woe? I think 
Lord Riddell’s book will help us to 
find the answer. :
